4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as now written, 
the independent claim includes sufficient detail to allow one of ordinary skill in the art to 
practice the invention without undue experimentation since the chemical identities of the two 
solid compounds are now considered to be sufficiently defined. In addition, the further 
definitions of the onset and polymerization temperatures and the difference between the two 
indicate that the catalyst inhibitor acts to prevent the exothermic reaction of olefin 
polymerization from becoming a runaway reaction by deactivating the active catalyst itself.
